He was 
brought here by two detectives from 
Scotland Yard, who handed him over 
to federal agents. 


According to the Scotland Yard men 
Von Der Goltz was a prisoner for some 
time in the Tower of London awaiting 
execution, but was promised that his 
life would be spared if he would come 
to this country and tell this govern- 
ment what he knew concerning the 
alleged conspiracy to commit unneu- 
tral acts. After giving his testimony 
his custodians said he is to be returned 
to England and from there is to be 
sent to South America under his prom- 
ise that he will not attempt again to 
enter either England, Germany or the 
United States.

The completion of the railway to 
these two towns will be celebrated by 
President Porras who personally will 
visit the province and inspect -the rail- 
way.

The total length of the line is about 
60 miles divided into three branches—

GERMANS HAVE IMPROVED 


THEIR WAR ZEPPELINS 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAXETTK] 


Amsterdam, March 28.—The 
Zep- 


pelin has been vastly improved lately 
There is no doubt that the Germans 
take it very seriously as a fighting ma- 
chine. Still greater aerial activity on 
their part may be executed soon." 


The prediction is that of a neutral 
recently arrived from Germany, where 
he had an opportunity to see and hear 
much concerning the Kaiser's plans 
for air raiding, but whose name, for 
obvious reasons, cannot be published. 
According to his account the newest 
Zeppelins is much longer and narrow- 
er than its predecessors, 
the latest 
form having proved more readily man- 
ageable in heavy weather. The gon- 
dolas hang much more deeper than 
formerly and a bridge connects them. 
Both gondolas and the 
bridge 
are 
metal-plated, in the hope that 
they 
,may prove bullet proof. 


, Each new Zeppelin carries 
about 
ten machine guns and two or three 
small cannon. Formerly the cannon 
.were mounted on special platforms. It 
was found, however, that these were 
,often hit, diminishing the craft's effi- 
ciency, so at present • both machine 
guns and cannon are inside the gon- 
dolas, protected by thick steel plates 


Several new bomb-throwing, devices 
have been adopted; An equipment has 
also been provided for 
pouring 
out 


poisonous gases upon .enemies. ' -. 
The improved type of air ship 'is 


built almost entirely of a combination 
of aluminum and-.steel, the rudders 
have been much, simplified 
and fte 
mtors are far more powerful than the 
older ones. 


The Friedrichshafen plant has been 
increased fully 100 times in size and 
the number of employes has.been mul- 
tiplied by at least twenty. By April 
the Germans expect to be able to send 
three Zpepelins to the front weekly 


The Parseyal and Schutt-Lanz fac- 
tories are said also to have increased 
their output at least ten times. 


In many German quarters the belief 
is said to be that air craft will prove 
the var'a deciding factor.

Philoloflists Can Read History From 


Words a Country Uses. 


Sometimes words are borrowed bod- 
ily from another language. Sometimes 
a root-word is borrowed, oftenest from 
the Latin or Greek, and an English 
ending given It. Again, we take two 
old words, join them 
together, and 


i make a new one. At 
first we sepa- 


I rate them by the hyphen, but after a 
while that is left out, and 'the two 
are mingled as a single word. 
Then, 
we take a prefix, or a sufflx, from some 
other tongue, and add it, after or be- 
fore, and we have another new word. 
Or when a word is too long, we shorten 
it—because we English speaking peo- 
ple are great for saving 'time. 
Words Reveal History. 
A philologist can read history from 
a word; as to when it first came into 
use, what caused it, the condition of 
the arts and sciences at tlie time, the 
state of literature, the wars going on, 
and many other things that he sees 
in it. A word orbs the civilization of 
Jts time, as a dewdrop mirrors 
the 
heavens. Every maker of words is a 
poet, whether he knows it or not. The 
word "poet" comes from a Greek verb 
meaning "to make." Poets generally 
make words that seek to convey the 
idea by the sound. 
Thousands of new words are defined 
in The New Universities Dictionary 
which we are now offering almos't free 
to-our readers.

IN GOOD CONDITION 


FOR ACTIVE SERVICE 


Wisconsin Could Play Its Part In Any 


Struggle In Which Citizen Sol- 


diery Were Called Upon. 


The Wisconsin National Guard is in 
a far better condition to take the field 
than ever in the past, largely as a re- 
sult of recent orders by General Or- 
lando ilohvay, by which he increased 
the strength of the guard, equipped 
it with machine gun?, and mounted 
orderlies for scouting purposes, trained 
ii in work that would be necessary in 
the field and made an effort to have 
the people at largo see that they owed 
a part by giving their support. 


It was at a meeting of the officers 


nf the suard at Milwaukee on Novem- 
ber 3. 1915, that General Holway an- 
nounced that the strength of the com- 
. panics would be increased from three 
officers and sixty-five enlisted men to 
three officers 
and 
eighty-nine men, 
and tin: equipment for that, number 
would be issued as fast as the com- 
panies recruited. That was to be an 
increase of three .squads. However, 
a subsequent 
investigation showed 


that congress had failed to make pro- 
visions to carry that out, Wisconsin's 
appropriation being only sufficient to 
enable the companies being increased 
to eighty-one men. On 'November 24, 
1:115, orders to increase to eighty-one 
wen* issued. 
The order provided for the armed 
peace strength of a regiment fifty-one 
officers and 1,110 enlisted men in ad- 
dition to four surgeons and 
twenty- 
four men in the sanitary detachment 
assigned 10 ouch regiment, the enlist- 
ed strengtli being: twelve companies, 
H72; machine gun company, 50; sup- 
ply company. ,'i3; headquarters com- 
jia'ny. band section 29, mounted orderly 
sect'ion 
20, non-commissioned 
staff 
section 6. 
If recruited to war strength 
the enlisted men will number 1,836. 
Tiie last inspection report showed the 
regiments numbered nearly 1,000 men 
each, while the previous report show- 
ed: First infantry. 905; Second, 929;' 
Third, 900. in addition to the officers. 


It was to get 
the 
desired 
war 
strength that General Holway issued 
his letter of March 23, directing com- 
pany commanders to recruit to 150 
even if the additional equipment could 
not be obtained.

atively harmless, containing only a 
little nicotine, yet enough to satisfy 
the smoker. 
Littly Johnny blows a puff of ciga- 
ret smoke through a handkerchief, 
which he thereupon holds up, explain- 
ing to his admiring playmates that 
the yellow stain is "nicotine." 
Stain Not Nicotine. 
This experiment in chemistry with 
the 
above-quoted explanation, 
has 
been handed down through many gen- 
erations of 
small 
boys. But little 
Johnny is mistake:. 
The stuff that 
stains the handkerchief (save a very 
minute portion) is not nicotine, but 
merely a deposit of tarry oils from 
the burning tobacco. 
Beginning with tobaccos that had 
SVs per cent of nicotine, Dr. W. W. 
Garner (in charge of the experiments 
at Landisville) has reduced the per- 
centage in three years by the method 
described to 11-3. He has even ob- 
tained tobacco with not more than 
one-half of 1 per cent nicotine; but 
this is too little to satisfy the average 
smoker. 


A cigar that contains 3 per cent of 
nicotine is "strong."- .with less than 
2 per cent it is "mild." For the first 
time, then, knowledge on this subject 
is reduced to exact1 terms. But it 
should be clearly .understod that the 
quality of a tobacco has nothing to do 
with its 
percentage 
of nicotine. A 
poor tobacco may have a high per cent 
of nicotine; a superior tobacco may 
have a low per cent; or it may be the 
other way round. 
The case is exactly as with alcohol 
in wines. A fine wine may be "low" 
in alcohol and a poor wine "high," or 
vice versa. 
Little Johnny's experiment, how- 
ever, attacks a problem which for the 
last three years has occupied no small 
amount of the 
government's 
atten- 
tion. It has an important bearing up- 
on the whole tobacco industry; upon 
the trade in cigars, cigare-ts and pipe 
tobaccos, and, finally upon the satis- 
faction of the man who smokes. 
Now and then one meets a man who 
wants a strong cigar. But the gen- 
eral tendency is to demand for mild 
tobaccos—i. e., tobaccos that contain 
a relatively small percentage of nico- 
tine. 


Hence certain recent experiments 
conducted by the government plant 
bureau at Landisville, Pa., which has 
had for its object the breeding of new 
tobacco varieties "low" in nicotine. It

May Act as Poison. 
Too much nicotine may act as a poi- 
son. 
AVhen 
a person 
is not accus- 
tomed to it the drug—for it is prop- 
erly to be regarded as s\ich—may pro- 
duce rather disastrous effects. Hence, 
the sufferings of the small boy from 
his first experiment with 
tobacco. 
Even the experienced smoker man suf- 
fer similarly if, after a long period of 
abstention, he indulges in a couple of 
fairly strong cigars. 
Nicotine is a 
powerful heart depresser, unless one 
is fortified against it by habit; the 
man feels 
as if death actually was 
reaching for him. He turns pale; a 
frightful faintness overcomes him, ac- 
companied by a sensation of nausea; 
a cold sweat breaks out all over him. 
Nicotine is harmless and even bene- 
ficial in moderate quantity. As a seda- 
tive, a nerve s'oother, it is unequaled. 
Men suffering from mental or physical 
stress turn to it instinctively and find 
relief. 
Excessive use of it, on the other 
hand, may irritate the nerves—may

It follows, then a 
mild tobacco is safer. 
Nicotine, when chemically separated 
from the tobacco leaf, is a colorless 
liquid, indistinguishable, so far as ap- 
pearance goes, from water. It is 
found in only one plant besides tobac- 
co—a large shrub known to botanists 
as Duboisia hopwoodii, that is native 
to the interior of Australia. The black 
tribes of that island continent have 
used it for centuries. 
It any kind of vegetable matter be 
burned the chief products of the com- 
bustion are water-vapor and carbonic 
acid gas. 
Other products are ammo- 


nia, 
and tarry oils, which later are 
themselves very complex compounds. 
Among .the. products o£ tobacco burn-

however, is one that is peculiar 
to tobacco, and this is nicotine.
